this city, and many of their brethren in 
San Francisco, are buisily engaged iu 
making drawings for buildings designed 
to be erected iu and about Oakland. 
Most of those contemplated nre to bo of 
superior style—the interior fittings and 
conveniences are better than is usual for 
thin city—in feet from the appearance 
ol nome of the designs, but littio furni- 
ture will be required to make the houses 
ready for occupation after tua builder 
has performed hia part of the work. In 
addition to those in the hand of archi- 
tects, there are many clesigtis being fur- 
nished by persons who are not regular 
architects, but who have considerable 
skill iu their special departments of the 
building science. It is to be regretted 
that those parties do not follow their 
own branch of business, and not attempt 
•work at which they,are not adepts, 
their work being, generally, of no known 
stylo or class of architecture. 
The 


trimmings, cornices, etc., beirig such as 
they can find ready to hand at the mills, 
and the same as are used on every third 
houses between Pearson's -windmill at 
the Point, and Block 2i in East Oak- 
land, very incongruous in style and very 
cheap. By this means many owners of 
moderate expectation and ambition are 
accommodated, they being somewhat 
like our Democratic friend, " who voted 
for Andrew Jackson because his father 
did before him," are satisfied with such 
a style of building as those that were 
built iu the Fall of 'i'J mid Spring of '50. 
" How mournful the spectacle.'' 


Some persons desire to be their own 


Architects, and get up their own plans. 
This some class of men are generally 
their own doctors and lawyers, or per- 
haps their own (wind mills.) -'By their 
•works ye shall know them " «"»"••>«•• 
However 


as we have digressed enongh we will 
state that nearly all of the important 
buildings are being designed for men 
•who believe that "architecture can want 
no commendation where there are noble 
men, or noble minds," mid by persons 
• of more or lessi professional skill, they 
will compare favorably with those of any 
other part of the State, and will be 
Taatly superior both in style, arrange- 
ment, and convenience to the corres- 
ponding class 
of 
eastern 
houses. 


Aud while wo have a few, very few, 
soecimeus of tlie architecture o£ the 
ancient clambake country tliftt might 
cause unfavorable critisism, or excite 
the mirth of onr well-informed visiting 
friends, yet as the majority of our dwell- 
ings are pleasing in style and eminently 
satisfactory to us, we hope they will give 
us credit for that which is good, ami set 
down our faults as the relic of habits 
and idims acquired away down where the 
gnn rises.

Mr. Beecher's Style. 


It is told of Mr. Beecher tint certain 


Deacons or notable persons of Plymouth 
Church onco waited upon him for the 
purpose of putting him through a little 
deaconly discipline ns to one fratnvc in 
his stylo of pulpit oratory. They veu- 
tnred to say that they thought him just 
a little bit too funny. Not that they ob- 
jected to a good joke upon a sacred sub- 
ject, or to a humorous way of putting 
divine things. 
That, indeed, was pleas- 


ant, and eke profitable, and tended to 
the edification of the Plymouth Society, 
if not to that of Plymouth dinners. But 
still they thonght that in tho pulpit this 
tendency to present the ridiculous side 
of religion should be kept within certain 
bounds, lest, perchance, some thought- 
leas people might bo led into taking the 
whole subject as a stupendous joke. 
Perhaps they did not put their objec- 
tions exactly in this form; but such was 
their purport. And it is said that the 
great pulpit orator replied to them: 
•' Von find too much humor in my ser- 
mons! Oh! if you only Iniew, if you 
could but know how much I keep back!" 
Hearing which, or words to that effect, 
the Deueons gathered themselves i>p 
and departed in a deaconly manner, giv- 
ing the object of their visit up ns a, bud 
job.This story is brought to mind by an 
incident which happened last Friday hi 
the Brooklyn trial. In the course of the 
sharp and searching cvoss-examiiiation 
to which the distinguish leading counsel 
for the. defendant subjected Mrs. Monl- 
ton, he, not content with the account 
•which she had given of her tnlk with Mr. 
Beecher on tho day when he weut to 
nee her, and not her husband, led 'her 
into a more minute description of tht in- 
terview, the result of which proceeding 
he cloubtlres has reflected upon with 
rery great satisfaction. Among the new 
matter which he elicited was a remarka- 
ble reply said by tho \vitness to have 
been m.Vde by Mr. Beecher to the urgent 
entreaties which she said that she made 
io him to go to his Church, and make 
a frank and full confession with which 
he was charged. This answer, as she 
•reports it, was, "I never get much com 
fort from yon. You aro always like a 
dice of the 'Say of Jttdgment!"

Certainly 
every member of Plymouth Church wh 
was present must huvo recognized in 
this expression one of those granhie Ral- 
lies of ht.mor on the part ol liis_miicli- 
admired pastor which is sure on biiuiluy 
to receive tho tribute of n very ''imcliblu 
amilo." And letting n*ide lor tho mo- 
ment n rather pay and cavalier way of 
treating the rii-s ircf. it uui-t bs admit- 
ted th.U this does most felicitously ili- 
scribo the rclaiivu position of Iho In y 
io her distinguished visitor. Ho cuiius 
to her for CJinfovt mid consolation, H-S 
man "oes to womnu iu his trou'ilu. Slio 
is, under the unhappy eir.uui.itaucca of 


his case—unhappy, whatever they may 
really have been—the only wmims to 
whom ho can p;o to bo soothed anil 
cheered. And \vhat, according to her 
own account, does she do? Day after 
day she says to him, Confess, make 
clean your breast of all this, and bo for- 
given. But, as she says, rather than do 
this, he told her. he would die; and yet 
she continued to urge upon him Hint 
which she says he declared was worse to 
him than death. What wonder, then, 
that he should break out upon this per- 
verse female Balaam, who would not say 
what she was expected to say, and who 
held up ever before him the vision of a 
great accounting to come, and tell her 
that she was like a slice of the Day of 
Judgment. 


How graphic, how humorous, how 


perfectly Beecher-like! How it tells of 
the disappointed longing of a soul that 
sought consolation and found thi'eftten- 
ini^that thirsted for the sweet and tast- 
ed the bitter! What a warning to wo- 
men that, they should not put oil' tlie 
white robes of mercy ami don tho er- 
niiiie of justice!

wounded spirit, and hearing only that

longing for a glimpse of hope, and get- 
ting only a slice of the Day of Judgment!

whether it shows thnt the defendant was 
conscious of having committed the acts 
which he is said to have confessed, nr 
whether it is an ingeniously introduced 
part of that deep-laid conspiracy to ex- 
tort seven thousand dollars from him. 
which he has declared this whole prose- 
cution to be—we, of course, say nothing. 
That we leave to the court and to the 
eminent counsel for the defendant who 
was* so fortunate as to elicit this charac- 
teristic expression, or to the counsel for 
tho plaintiff, who may possibly refer to 
it in their summing up. We only re- 
mark upon it as a happy example or im- 
itation of Mr. Beeeher's peculiar style.—
